CAA ASKS ATTORNEY GENERAL BELL TO 
PROTECT RIGHTS OF CHINESE AMERICANS 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 On a one- 
day visit to the city, U.S. Attorney 
General Griffin Bell held an un- 
Precedented meeting on February 
15 with Chinese for Affirmative 
Action and heard pleas to protect 
the rights of Chinese Americans. 

A membership-supported civil 
Tights group，Chinese for Affirma- 
tive Action (CAA) outlined to At- 
torney Ceneral Bell three areas 
where the civil rights of Chinese 
are being undermined: voting 
rights，bijlingual police protection， 
and immigration and naturaliza- 
tion Services 


SHARE 

In spirit with the Carter admin- 
istration “philosophy “to share 
power，Bell promised to keep his 
door open to anyone with a prob- 
lem: “You (CAA) have a_ friend 
here when it comes to the protec- 
tion of the civil rights of all Ameri- 
cans，regardless of race，color，or 
creed… 

Presenting Bell with a 17-page 
memorandum，CAA charged San 
Francisco_ election officials with 
malfeasance and non-compliance 
with the 1975 amendments to 
the Voting Rights Act of 1965， 
which mandates the conduct of 
all San Francisco elections in 
Chinese and Spanish as well as 
English. 


Griffin B. Bell 


Surprised at the less than 40 
percent registration rate of all elig- 
ible Chinese voters，Bell asked 
CAA whether they had brought 
these voting problems to the atten- 
tion of local election officials,CAA 
ensured Bell that not only have ex- 
tensive discussions been held with 
the San Francisco Registrar of 
Voters Office，but litigation was 
filed in October，1975，against 


U.S. Civil Rights Commission 


Urges Metropolitan Busing 


WASHINGTON - The U.S， 
Civil Rights Commission said 
FEebruary 15 that only when 
School desegregation “ Programs 
reach into the white suburbs can 
urban minority children escape 
from Persistent racial separation 
in their schools，according to an 
Associated Press release last week， 


”We have concluded that 
metropolitan school desegregation 
is a must 过 today's children are to 
be given equal educational oppor- 
tunities,” commission chairman 
Arthur Flemming told a news 
conference as the panel released a 
report to_ President Carter and 
Congress. 


ACUTE 
“School desegregation is most 
acute in our _cities，where the 
majority of black and Hispanic 
American children live and attend 
racially isolated public schools,” 

the commission said . 
“In -the wake of two migra- 
tions 一 the movement of black 
people from the rural South to big 


cities throughout the country and 


of whites from central cities to 
Suburbs 一 the racial composition 
of these school systerms has chang- 
edrdramatically from predomin- 
antly white to predominantly 
black.” 


In Chicago and Detroit，for 
example, the public school enroll- 
ment in 1974 was more than 70 
per cent black and other minorit- 
ies，the report said， Minority 
enrollment was more than 60 per 
cent in New York and Phila- 
delphia and more than 50 per cent 
in Los Angeles. 

That means，the commission 
Said, that effective school integra- 
tion cannot be accomplished with- 
in the boundaries of most big ， 
cities， 

REACH 

School officials must reach intol 
the white suburbs， and they 
should do so voluntarily without 
waiting for court orders，Flem- 
ming Said . 

Acknowledging the opposition 
to busing as a means of desegre-| 
gating schools，the commission 
said it is wrong to assume that 
metropolitan desegregation would 
mean more busing. 

The commission said children 
ride a bus for no more than 35， 
minutes each way under the| 
desegregation plan in effect in 
Imetropolitan area of Mecklenburg | 
County and Charlotte, N.C， 有 

There might actually be less 
busing in a metropolitan plan 
than in a plan confined to the 
central city， the report suggested 


both city officials and the Depart- 
ment of Justice for collusion to cir- 
cumvent the bilingual require- 
ments of the new federal law. 
CAA requested Bell to review 
the interpretative guidelines，is- 
sued by the Department of Justice 
last summer，on the implementa- 
tion of this bilingual elections law 
and to take appropriate steps to 
strengthen -the enforcement re- 
sponsibilities of the Department， 


BASIC 

“The right to vote is basic to all 
Americans，commented Bell，He 
promised that his newly-appointed 
Assistant Attorney Ceneral Drew 
Days, in charge of the Civil Rights 
Division，would investigate the 
problems in San Francisco and 
work with CAA. 

CAA also forwarded to Bell an- 
other memorandum on the lack of 
adequate，bilingual police serv- 
ices for the Chinese community. 


Peking Willing 
to Discuss 
Mutual Claims 


LOS ANGELES - Administra- 
tion officials said the U.S，has 
received indirect word from 
Peking that China is willing to 
discuss the problem of financial

feller. 


The present city police force of 
1700 patrol officers includes only 
eight Chinese Americans，Three 
Chinese are assigned to _ Central 
Station which encompasses the 
Chinatown/North Beach areal; 
one to the Richmond District 
where 30 percent of the residents 
are Chinese，According to calcu- 
lations by CAA, a minimum of ten 
Chinese-speaking police officers 
need to be assigned to each district 
poljlice station in order to achieve a 
reasonable level of bilingual serv- 
ices， 

“Are there Chinese interested in 
being hired as police officers?” 
queried Bell，CAA quickly in- 
formed him that there are 42 
Asians waiting on the San Fran- 
cisco Civil Service Q-2 Entry Pa- 
trol Eligibility List. 

CAA urged Bell to conduct a 
public hearing on the lack of ade- 
quate police services to the Chi- 
nese community and to withhold 
the award of any of the Depart- 
ments Law Enforcement Assis- 
tance Administration (LEAA) 
grant monies to San Francisco un- 
ti a solution can be reached. 


TDEHUMANIZING” 
Lastly CAA complained to Bell 
that the Immigration and Natur- 
alization Service during the for- 
mer administration assumed a 
“dehumanizing” police enforce- 
ment role，instead of providing 
timely service to process applica- 
tions for citizenship, adjustment of 
status，oOT immigration petitions， 
CAA called Bell to reform INS” 
administration of the citizenship 
test which unfairly requires appli- 
cants to answer coOmplicated ques- 
tions about the U.S. Constitution 
when the law only requires a per- 
son to Speak simple English (5th 
grade level). 

Afterwards，the Attorney Gen- 
eral himself summed up best the 
frustrations and problems of the 
Chinese community:“Perhaps we 
aren t getting enough done for the

Espirt De Corp.， the parent 
company,， was asking the Court of 
appeals to_ reverse the award on 
the grounds the NLRB over-

The award stipulates that each 
of the affected workers be reim- 
bursed for any pay or benefits 
until they secure substantially 
equivalentemPployers. 

Other conditions include six per 
cent interest on lost wages，hos- 
pitalization costs during the per- 
iod of unemployment and to make 
up the employees lost shares in the 
company's profit-sharing plan， 

Much of the dissension of the 
workers finally led to the 
Strike began in July 1974 with the 
firing of an employee，Frankie 
Ma，during a_ time when many 
workers embraced the idea of 
joining the union. 


ABUSE 

The employees were subjected 
to a long list of labor abuses 
according to Anderson that in- 
cludqed surrendering of 135 union 
authorization cards pledging sup- 
port for the union，having their 
paychecks held，and threatening 
many workers with termination 
and finally，the closing of the 
plant in Chinatown，one of many 
Subcontracting firms of Espirit De 
Corp. 

When the employees sought out 
the union for help, and decidqed to 
Strike, the plant subsequently was 
closed two days later. Much of the 
operations and its line of sports- 
Wear clothing was transferred 
back to the Espirit plant in the 
Portrero District， 

ROADBLOCK 

This eventually paved its way to 
amajor roadblock in the case. The 
initial appeal called for the re- 
opening of the shop but the board 
rejected the remedy，declaring 让 
was unduly burdensome and 
unncessary for the company to 
Setting UP garment 
machinery again . 

The Espirit De Corp， spokes- 
man said the  _ company wag: 
justified in closing because the- 
Corp， would have suffered 
“economic hardship that would 
have paved the way to continued 
loss in operation .” 

“Audited statements from a 
Public accounting firm came up 
with figures presented to the judge 
and went into the record,”he 
Said. 

The Espirit De Corp. did sell 
much of the equipment and now 
are Ieported to have a large 
portion of it in Indqia and Taiwan.

gang member again appeared -in 
silhouette and said,“Each month 
we would go out collecting， We 
would smash up the premises and 
harass businesses that didn't come 
Up with sufficient payments. 下 ach 
business would have to come up 
with approximately $150 a week. 
All together we had 50 businesses 
on the list.” 


The special report included an 
interview with a retired Chinese 
police detective. He said that the 
results of these extortions rackets 
was always the same， Under 
extremely difficult conditions， 
merchants felt that all they could 
do was to close up and move 
elsewhere，The retired detective 
said that the teenagers involved 
were just like hardened Pro- 
fessional criminals in their modus 
operandi， 


DENIED 
The head of New York City's 
Chinese Association was also inter- 
viewed.…， He vehemently denied 
ever having heard of any organiz- 
ed extortion， As for the youth 
gangs, he said that they never had 
anything to do with the Associa- 
tion_ and he was thereforeunable to 

comment about them 


In the final interview MIT. Eng， 
a polic officer assigned to the city s 
5th precinct，said that in any 
sizable Chinese American com- 
munity there will always be 
incidents of youths being involved 
in extortion schemes, He said that 
reports in his area of operations 
estimate that 80-90% of the local 
residents are afraid to even talk 
about the gang problem .

Chinese Communists or others 
Who seek the destruction of the 
Republic of China are trying to 
use the parcel bombing case to 
hurt this country. Stories planted 
in Washington have falsely main- 
tained that the bomber，Wang 
Hsing-nan， was kidnapped in 
Hongkong and brought to this 
country for tial...If he had been 
kidnapped，he would only have 
needed to cry out to Hongkong 
airport personnel or authorities， 

Stories _ distributed by the U.S. 
mass media have said that the 
State Department and FEBI are 
investigating possible “violation of 
human rights”(in a kidnapping 
which never took place)， Wang's 
wife, who presumably is emotion- 
ally upset and could be manip- 
ulated by the enemies of this 
country，is quoted as saying her 
husband was tricked into lying to 
Hongkong. 

It wouldq seem more likely that 
he was summoned there as a part 
of the murderous conspiracy in 
which he was involved. 

BOMBS 

Wang was sent here by a gang 
of conspirators operating in the 
United States， He bought the 
materials and assembled three 
package bombs，sent them to 
Governor Hsieh and other leaders， 


- and then departed for the United 
，9tates， 


Fortunately，only one of the 
bombs exploded. 

Because Wang was adjusted to 
be atoolrather a manipulator and 
other mitigating circumstances; 
the court sentenced him to life 
imprisonment rather than death. 
The evidence against Wang was 
conclusive，His confession is on 
record. He would be punished by 
any government in the world... 

Our system of law differs from 
that of the United States. Where 
there is no serious doubt of guilt， 
trials are brief. Appeal is permit- 
ted, however, and was allowed in 
Wang s case. 

We understand the U.S，legal 
systemm but do not agree that 
criminals should be coddled with 
drawn-out legal proceedings，In 
our opinion， these serve the 
purposes of crime rather than 
justice， 

JUSTIFIED : 

This country had full jurisdic- 
tion over Wang，who was a 
resident but not a citizen of the 
United State，Even 让 Wang had - 


been an American citizen，the 
Republic of China would have 
been fully justified in trying and 
punishing him，He committed a 
crime of violence 一 and a beinous 
one at that 一 on Chinese soil and 
against a Chinese citizen . 

A Chinese citizen committing 3 
crime on American soil is subject 
to the jurisdiction of the American 
courts, and rightly so. 

If Wang had.not returned and 
the authorities of this country had 
learned he was the perpetrator， 
the United States could have been 
asked to extradite him. Consider- 
ing the crime，the U.S$，govern- 
ment could scarcely have protect- 
ed him . 

U.S. investigation oughtto be of 
the terrorist organization which is 
Tesponsible for the parcel bomb- 
ing. This group is based in the 
United States and may be Plotting 
further violence. 

Some conspirators are probably 
U.S. citizens，others still hold the 
citizenship of this country，We 
Presume that the government of 
the Republic of China is making 
all the facts known to the U.9. 
authorities So that action can be 
taken to prevent another incident 
that might kill as well as maim. 

SUSPECT 

We have spoken before of the 
world-wide Chinese Communist 
conspiracy against the Republic of 
China. This is now centered in the 
United States in the attempt to 
persuade that country to recognize 
the Peiping regime. We have good 
reason.to Suspect that the Chinese 
Communist ”Liaison Ofice in 
Washington is involved. 


The Republic of China believes 
in human rights，We believe in 
freedom and we practice as much 
democracy as possible under the 
circumstance of confrontation 
with the Communists. 


The Chinese Communist do not 
respect human rights. They do not 
believe in freedom and they hate 
and fear democracy， 

We hope the Carter Adminis- 
tration will keep this in mind in 
implementing its promise to shape 
a foreign policy based on moral- 
ity， 

There is room in the United 
States，as there is in Taiwan，for 
criticism of the policies and- 
actions of the Republic of China's 
government, There is no room in 
either America or Taiwan for 
conspiracies to overthrow the 
legitimate _government of the 
Republic of China by force and 
violence，

Hong Kong people are enjoying 
this festival because February 18 
(Eriday) through Februaiy 21 
(Monday) are New Year holidqays. 
The four-day holiday must be 
tantalizing to the people in the 
United States，who are accustom- 
ed to a much shorter respite， On 
the other hand the Chinese in this 
British enclave are envious of their

However，people here are get- 
ting over the uneasiness that evil 
spirits would romp freely here to 
do their worst because they were 
not frightened away by the deton- 
ation of firecrackers, It has been a 
Chinese belief that 计 firecrackers 
were set off during the lunar New 
Year，the evil ghosts would be 
scared away and leave the locality 
in peace and Pprosperity. This 
noise-making has been prohibited 
here following the 1967 shooting， 
bombing and general riot, because 
trouble makers _ usually toek ad- 
vantage of firing of crackers to 
cover Shooting and grenade ex- 
plosions. Although the  wicked 
Spirits are not driven away，they 
have not troubled Hong ong 
during the past nine years. 

CASUALTY 

The police here consider that 
indiscriminate setting off of crac- 
kers often -lead to _ traffic ac- 
cidents and injuries to pedestrians， 
Before .prohibition，hundreds of 
castualty cases resulted from explo- 
Sion of firecrackers. 

On New Years Eve and New 
Years .Day in Hong Kong，the 
buses，trams (Street Cars)， CTOSS 
harbor tunnel buses，cable cars， 
mini buses and taxis did record 
business，Motion picture houses， 
night clubs，Pparks and scenic 
places were crowded with people 
despite strong cold winds. 

Unlike the Chinatown in Amer- 
ica, Hong Kong allows the Parade 
of ”lion”and“tigers”only in the 
New Territories far from the 
downtowmn area，although it is a 
Chinese custom tihat the Tomping 
of these“ferocious beasts”amid 
clashes of cymbals and drum- 
beating augurs good luck. Proces- 
sions of “lions” and “tigers” in 
downtown districts in Hong Kong 
would be deemed too disturbing 
to traffic 

Life here is back to normal by 
February 22. Such period of cele- 
bration is of much shorter dura- 
tion than that in San Erancisco， 
where the festivity will be observ-
